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Compulsory Work 
In War Industries / 

Gradual Displacement from 
Non F.ssential to Essential; 

Full Power to Command Ser¬ 
vices 

Compulsory regulations announced at 
Ottawa will extend war effort to em¬ 
brace all civilians and place them 
where most needed. 

Single men and widowers without 
children between ages of 21 and 30, 
will be called for compulsory training 
and service in Canada. 

Persons engaged in non-essential 
work may be transferred at govern¬ 
ment request to essential war work. 

Employers of those so drafted will 
be required to re-instate such person¬ 
nel on release from war service. 

Civilians may not be employed in 
non-essential industry without permis¬ 
sion from selective service officers if 
between the ages of 17 to 45, except 
when the worker has been rejected 
from armed services, effective as 
from March 23. 

Persons engaged in agriculture may 
not leave to take other occupations 
without permission, except for season¬ 
al work in primary industries, to take 
active service or compulsory service 
in Canada. 

Those who have been rejected for 
service on physical grounds to be 
treated with a view to physical reha¬ 
bilitation for armed service. 

Classes are to be set up in co-oper¬ 
ation with education institutions to 
train men for personnel management. 

The call up regulations will apply to 
all Canadian residents, and the draft 
is expected to be by lot between the 
age group of 21 to 30 years. Appeal 
boards are to be set up to guard 
against injustice to individuals or 
firms. 

Certain restricted occupations, in¬ 
cluding almost all normal pursuits, 
will be subject to call to war activi¬ 
ties. No new male employees must be 
taken into such occupations without 
permission, or if unsuitable .for essen¬ 
tial war service through age or unfit¬ 
ness. 

Essential civilian services must be 
continued. « 

Older men and women will be 
brought into civilian work to relieve 
the younger. 

Food production is an essential ser¬ 
vice and manpower must be kept 
available. —• 

There are now 600,000 in munitions 
and 100,000 more will be needed. The 
armed services will need 13,000 for 
the navy, 100,000 for the army and 
80,000 for airforce in the next 12 
months, in addition to those called for 
service in Canada. 

Each section of Canada will have its 
selective service officer and such ad¬ 
ministrative agencies. A complete 
standing directory of man and wo¬ 
man power will be maintained, to get 
the right people for the right jobs. 

Women are now the most important 
reserve of manpower, and their great¬ 
est vfilue will be in replacing men in 
civilian service. Women will be re¬ 
cruited and transportation provided to 
occupations where they are most 
needed. 


Facts on Flax 

Farmers who are planning to sow 
flax in 1942 will find much useful in¬ 
formation in Circular No. 40 which 
may be obtained free from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Edmonton. 

Flax will do well on almost any soil 
suitable for grain crops. It will not 
compete with weeds, so should be sown 
on clean land. ' 

Seed should be sown at the, rate of 
25 to 35 pounds per acre, depeiMing on 
size of seed and the district. Less seed 
is lequired per acre for the small seed¬ 
ed varieties and in areas of limited 
rainfall, the amount sown per acre, 
should be less than in districts of 
greater moisture. 

Flax may be seeded fiom about May 
1st to 20th. Late seeding is not re¬ 
commended. . t

Interesting Items 

The assistant attorney general of 
United States Charges that the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company in 1939 was consider¬ 
ing closer relationship with a large 
Jap trust. This was interpreted as the 
hope that the two companies would re¬ 
establish trade relations after any U. 
S.-Jap break. 

Bruce Hutchison, author of Can¬ 
ada’s current best seller on Canada, 
“The Unknown Country,” speaking in 
New York lecently, roundly denounced 
those who misrepresent Canada’s war 
accomplishment. He said: “Our army 
in proportion to our populatfon is the 
equivalent of 5,000,000 men under 
arms in United States. Before the 
war we had a 500 million budget. This 
year our war effort will cost 3 billion. 
He said Canada was getting all the 
men it could handle at present under 
voluntary enlistment, and training 
familities are over-taxed. Of the over¬ 
seas’ army he said: “Our army in Eng¬ 
land is the finest small army in the 
world, and the spearhead of defence of 
Britain.” 

Thj-ee more acts of Alberta legis¬ 
lature have been disallowed in the 
federal house in respect to debt. 

A. D. Harvie of Edmonton has been 
named chairman of court of. referees 
under Unemployment Insurance Ait. 

Metals involving steel and iron can¬ 
not be manufactured in Germany into 
anything not relating to war. 

U. S. tea consumption has been or¬ 
dered cut in half, owing to the dwind¬ 
ling supply. No action is yet con¬ 
templated in Canada as stock on hard 
is in much better shape than in United 
States. 

From 1700 to 2,000 acres of soy 
beans will be planted in Creston dis¬ 
trict as an experimental crop. This 
is valuable for oils. 

Last year there were 1,690,275 ra¬ 
dio licenses issued in iCanada. bring¬ 
ing $3,842,451. The cost of collection 
was $271,323 in commissions, ard 
$154,694 in administration. 

Fire destroyed the White Owl cafe 
and cobbler’s shop at Royalties last 
Wednesday, with loss partly covered 
by insurance.

Ceiling Prices 
On Grain Listed 

Might Be Well for Farmers 
To Paste These Figures on 
Barn Door 

Farmers who still have wheat or 
coarse grain in the bins and who do 
not intend to have their cattle and 
hogs dine on same, might do well to 
paste the following figures on the 
barn door. 

It summarizes the ceiling prices on 
grain as announced from time to time 
by the Canadian Wheat Board, acting 
[for the War Time Prices and Trade 
Board: * 

Barley 64 34 cents per bushel, in 
store Fort William or Vancouver. 
When especially selected /or malting 
purposes and diverted to malting

Gen. McNaughton 
Back in England 


Considers Trip to Canada 
Valuable in Clearing Up 
. Spheres of Most" -Useful 

Endeavor . , 

General-McNaughton who. has just 
returned to England has pronounced 
his visit to this continent well worth 
while. ' 

Gen. McNaughton said his Survey 
while in (Canada might be divided into 
three parts for purposes of descrip¬ 
tion: 

(1) The basic training of the Cana¬ 
dian army. 

(2) Industry and its progress on 
war weapons. _ 

(3) Development by Canadian in¬ 
dustry of new war devices which will 
make Allied armament the more ef-r 
fective. 

He expressed amazement af the way 
industry in Canada had been convert¬ 
ed to war needs, and he felj.that some -- 
if the best brains could now be spared 
to develop newer weapons to keep 
ahead of the enemy, i 

He stressed the continual changes in 
armaments." He was impressed with 
.he high quality of war material turn¬ 
ed out in Canada and the time saving 
one? patterns were adjusted to N. 
American methods. 

He said he believed there was noth¬ 
ing in war equipment that Canada 
could not make, and the army now 
has wmapons here, or will have short¬ 
ly to thoroughly equip new units in 
formation. Weapon shortage, he said, 
will soon be a thing'of the past. 


Standard Oil Co. 
Under Charges 

Investigation of Internation¬ 
al Company in Progress at 
Washington 

Thurman Arnold, assistant attorney 
general of L’.S.A. testified to a Senate 
investigating committee that the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey had 
developed a synthetic rubber that was 
cheaper and more plentiful than any¬ 
thing the Nazis had, and had turned 
this- ove* to German interests before 
the U.S. entered the war. Until re¬ 
cently the Standard Oil, he said, “had 
helcLhaek ev£n.in_the rubber shortage 
in making patents on the synthetic 
product available to American rubber 
companies. 

He produced documents which he 
said showed Standard Oil had stifled 
production of synthetic rubber in U.S.. 
A. He had charged previously that 
cartel arrangements between Stand¬ 
ard Oil and the Farben Industries ox 
Germany were principal cause of 
present synthetic rubber shortage. 

Not, he said that these arrange¬ 
ments were entered into with desire 
to assist Germany, but to get a pro¬ 
tected market to eliminate competi- 
tioh, and to maintain control in world 
markets. 

The arrangements-between Stand¬ 
ard Oil and the German dye trust 
were ended by a consent decree last 
week and the company was fined $50,- 
OOO for violation of the anti-trust law. 

Arnold said there was essentially no 
difference between what the Standard 
Oil of New Jersey has done in this 
case, and what other companies, did in 
restricting production of magnesium, 
aluminum, drugs, dye stuffs and a 
variety of other critical materials vi¬ 
tal for the war. “So long as such 
cartel agreements exist,” he said, “the 
inevitable result will be shortage in 
essential materials. Not only Is pro¬ 
duction restricted, but experimenta¬ 
tion is restricted. These world cartels 
have made us-dependent upon foreign 
nations for many of our most vital 
supplies by preventing production at 
home.” 

The Standard Oil Company said it 
agreed to the decree and did nm .on- 
est anti-trust charges, because its war 
work was more important than obtain¬ 
ing possible court vindication.

‘Ye*” For The Plebiscite 


CO much Are and passion has been expended in pro- 
^ testing any need of a plebiscite, that the public is in 
danger of viewing the actual day of voting with some 
apathy. This would be very dangerous. The government 
needs every "yes” vote in Canada. The soldiers now 
overseas must havfc the support implied in such a vote 

Opinions have differed widely on whether the govern¬ 
ment should spend time and money in going to the coun¬ 
try over this question of releasing it from its pre-elec-, 
tion pledge not to conscript men for overseas. But the 
plebiscite is to be taken. Refusal to vote because one 
was not m sympathy with taking the plebiscite, would 
merely strengthen the negative vote which will be reg¬ 
istered. Neglect to vote because “the plebiscite will 
carry in any event” is no less a mistake. 

This is an important issue. Those closely in touch 
with certain sections of the east, see a strong element 
numerically likely to vote against releasing the govern¬ 
ment from its no-conscription-for-overseas pledge. On¬ 
ly a tremendous majority in favor of release, will be 
impressive. It will also serve to clear the atmosphere 
and put into black and white the sentiments of the Cana¬ 
dian people. 

Out in the west, the matter of conscription for over¬ 
seas has not been an important issue. Almost all of 
those enlisting have enlisted unconditionally for service 
wherever most needed. It is the same in most parts of 
Canada. But in order to make maximum use of the 
country’s trained services, the government must be free 
to move any troops to any point where they are most 
needed for defence of the allied cause. Even military 
authorities probably do not know from month to month, 
where the zone of greatest usefulness may be. At pres¬ 
ent juncture, it would appear that Canadians are ex¬ 
pected to play an important part in second front action 
in Europe. This means re-enforcements to a degree 
which cannot be estimated. 

There are. other spheres of action which cannot be 
overlooked in any survey of battlefronts. There are 
those who urge the sending of troops to Australia, and 
certainly there is a tremendous desire to give military 
support to this gallant sister nation. This continent it¬ 
self, whether on American or Canadian territory, is 
also vulnerable. 

It is not for the uninformed to say where Canqdiap 
troops can best serve the battle against Axis forces, nor 
how their limited number can be best distributed. That 
must be left to the counsels of the allied nations. But 
it is the duty of every Canadian citizen to register his 
vote in releasing the government from bonds which 
would seriously hamper war effectiveness as it develops 
in intensity. Do not neglect to vote on plebiscite. 


Just Loafing Along 

ITfE are on the verge of our most beautiful and .nost 
" provoking season. Already one hears people admit¬ 
ting to this spring fever with the plea “don’t feel like 
work, don’t feel like moving." They talk rapturiously 
of sitting on the sunny side of the house, just sitting, 
except to move round with the sun, like the family dog. 

This, of course, is just the way you feel. What you 
actually do is something entirely different. Spring is 
the season when the air invites laziness, and human 
needs demand action. So while your whole soul cries 
out for the sunny side of the house, and just loafing, 
your steps speed up with the impending seeding and 
planting. Young stock is coming on- There is plough¬ 
ing and cultivating ahead. There are machines to be 
restored, gardens to be dug, flowers to be planted. The 
high sun exposes disorder in yards, bams and houses. 
Housecleaning, with all its attendant groans and 
achievement is threatening. 

Now if the rush season could only be shifted to winter, 
how much more sensible it would be.-- People need a lot 
of vigorous exercise in the winter, so they have to get 
it in such non-productive ways as curling and skating. 
Come spring when .they should be resting and savoring 
the re-awakening of nature, and thinking beautiful 
thoughts, their minds are full of wheat acreage and fer¬ 
tilizer and what to plant where. 

Spring is the time when you have to do most of what 
you don’t want to do at all. But when you start facing 
the facts of life, most of the world is being forced to do 
what it doesn’t want to do, and under conditions far dif¬ 
ferent from those in which we move and have our be¬ 
ing. 

Viewed in that light, we can not expect our wail to 
rouse much compassion.

General Tightening 

A LREADY there are hints of what new government 
•**Testrictions may mean to the individual. As time 
goes on, the government regulations in respect to man¬ 
power will uproot many people from their accustomed 
life. The whole setup of peace-time pursuits will be 
subject to- change, tn this red i s t r i b uti o n of service to 
increase military efficiency, and necessary production 
there is fear that those who can least afford an upset 
of their lives may be first to get it. 

There are rumors of people operating small truck ser¬ 
vices finding difficulty in getting required allotment of 
gas to carry on. These tumors are not confirmed, but it 
is not hard to believe that somebody'would be sacrificed 
to prevent duplication of sendees. But it is important 
that in arbitrarily withdrawing any man’s source of live 
liehood, the government shows equal solicitude in pro¬ 
viding him with a substitute occupation. 

It seems poor management, even under war pressure, 
to throw anyone out of normal occupation before aaeur- 


Hon. Dr. Bruce, M.l*. advocates the abolition of Hansard 
as a means of saving paper and labor. It would save time 
also for the members would not be so eager to make set 
speeches to impress their electors. His suggestion will not 
be acted upon.

Fon- 
teneille said once tfint France hated war because it inter¬ 
fered with conversation. 


Summer offensive, says Hitler now. What then must 
the winter have been? 


In his de'alings with Balkan nations, Hitler robs Peter to 
pay Paul, then threatens to take the swag back from Paul 
and give it to one of the other apostles. It has been point¬ 
ed out before that that system did not enrich the apostles 
as a whole ,but Bulgaria, Roumania and Hungary toy with 
it, each hoping that the others will be the victims. So far 
Bulgaria is the only one that has not lost anything by it 
but it is on the spot now. 

A member of the Manitoba Legislature points out the 
difference in public sentiment now as contrasted with the 
other war. Then girls would hardly speak civilly to a 
young man unless he was in uniform. Now they try to 
keep him from the services. He attributes it to the yfcar: 
of pacifist propaganda before this war and cites the case ol 
a former Minister of Education being pilloried for militar 
ism because he recommended the appointment of a physical 
instructor. At the same time, men now in the government 
at Ottawa charged Mr. Bennett with seeking to become a 
military dictator because of a slight increase in defence 
appropriations. That was when the only female M.P. in 
veighed against Boy Scout and Cadet Training as nursing 
a war spirit. 


The effect of such teachings is still observable in spite 
of artificial attempts to recapture the enthusiasm of other 
days. We have become so “sot” in our complacency tha 
enemy bombs dropped in one province would not be suffic 
ient to wake up the other provinces. To be really effectiv 
they would have to be distributed through every district in 
every province. Canada is not immune from that spirit 
which made easy going for the dictators when they were 
grabbing up neutrals one at a time, each one afraid to go 
to the assistance of a neighbor, but, bravely boasting its 
dete"*nination to fight if attacked. That spirit persisted 
even after we entered the war. How could it be otherwise 
when participation was predicted upon a moderate and vol 
untary effort ? 


Mrs. Dorise Neilson, M.P. displayed courage in facing 
Montreal audience to advocate a “Yes” vote in the plebis 
cite. It is doubtful if any of the Ministers will show simi 
lar spirit. Her own attitude toward the war changed com 
pletely with the German attack on Russia, and she did not 
for British imperialism, and French Canada knew this. Bui 
make much of a showing when she essayed an explanation 
She said that “At the start of this war when the govern 
ment made its pledge against conscription, we were fighting 
today we are defending Canada.” There might be some 
grounds for saying that Russia's attitude toward Latvia 
Lithuania and Esthonia was imperialistic and its course 
with respect to Poland and Finland was luthless aggression 
but how the lady can argue 'that Britain’s course in the 
early days of the war was imperialistic is something no 
feller can understand. 


She is like many other fellow-travellers who have become 
zealots for all-out war since and because Hitler attacked 
Russia. We have cause to be thankful it is so, for they 
were so numerous that along with the lukewarm and indif- 
jferent, if not actually hostile, they would be a formidable 
burden to carry or to overcome. Some who were interned 
have since been released because of the change of heart, 
but they still cannot resist the urge to rail against Britain. 
They cannot regard her now as an ally, so accustomed ha. 
they become to treat her as if she were an enemy. 

A mob of five hundred young French-Canadians paraded 
Montreal shouting “Down with the Jews” and “Down with 
Conscription,” but a gentleman from that city says that 
will not change the Jew vote on April 27th—it will be just 
as solidly against conscription as the vote of the rioters. 
They are allies quarrelling among themselves. 

Joint presbytery meetings of the United Church in an 
eastern city held a meeting lately which lasted from one to 
eight o’clock, discussing war and kindred subjects and 
passing resolutions. One of the subjects was the sale of 
Canadian beer to soldiers in Libya, a topic that could be 
more au thoritatively debated by soldier in Libya, none of 


whom are Canadians. 

The bolshevist technique of influenc¬ 
ing action in other countries, not 
through diplomatic or military chan¬ 
nels, but by appealing to public opin¬ 
ion is being carried out in Britain as 
well as the United States. In public 
addresses. Litvinoff in Washington 
and Maisky in London have urged a 
second front as an aid to Russia, and 
to victory in 1942, although Roosevelt 
and Churchill have expressed the con¬ 
viction with the concurrence of their 
military and naval advisers that such 
an enterprise cannot safely be at¬ 
tempted until 1943. Seasoned envoys 
like Maisky and Litvinoff know that 
protocol, so it must come from the 
master mind at Moscow whose long 
suit is not etiquette, though he notes 
the impropriety of such conduct in 
Russia. 


ring him of work in some other line. 

Little stores, little service stations, little farms and 
businesses may feel the pinch of war regulations, even 
more seriously than other concerns, and to such a degree 
as to force them to quit. The younger men so affected 
will doubtless find ready demand for their services either 
in the army nr in some production directly bearing on 
the war. But there is concern for older men, who, hav ' 
ing been displaced in their life-time occupations, may 
have difficulty in finding employment which they are 
capable of doing. 

As lesser businesses and services are eliminated on 
the ground of duplication, the trend seems likely to be 
toward centralization of such services in the hands of a 
few who are already strongly entrenched. This is a 
most undesirable prospect, but is bom out of war-time 
necessity for highest efficiency. 

In ways which we cannot even foresee, we are mov¬ 
ing ever farther from the old haphazard system toward 
strict regimentation of our lives and our labor.

“What the Governor of Ottawa said 
about our American navy* is a matter 
of public record, and was published in 
nost of the newspapers, including, 1 
presume, the Journal. I should apol¬ 
ogize for bis insult to our fleet!” 

In despair Mr. Elliott writes to the 
Star: “How are you going to keep the 
records straight when you have such 
colossal stupidity to contend .with ?” It 
is indeed a question. 


Sickness Cuts 
Down War Output 

(From Calgary Herald) 

According to a Gallup Poll publish 
ed in yesterday’s Herald sickness is 
he arch saboteur of Canadian war ef 
ficiency in the munitions field. A sur 
vey taken for the month of February 
lisclosed startling facts in this con 
nection. 

During tha) month, according to the 
survey, 26,000,000 man-hours were 
lost in Capada as a result of illnesses 
>f one sort or another. What this loss 
would mean in terms of war engines 
s estimated at 370 medium bombers 
rr 70 corvettes, or 377 cruiser tanks. 

Assuming the accuracy of the sur¬ 
vey estimate one must realize the 
•umulative importance of individun! 
rood health, particularly In war time. 

In a majority of instances respon 
sibility ir. this matter lies with the in 
viduals affected. Rules for the pro- 
‘ection of one’s health are very well 
inderstood and those who are wise 
■•nough to follow them generally man¬ 
age to escape preventable illness. As 
f °r those who prefer to be deliberately 
unwise and determined to take 
■hances—there lies a problem. 


Free Transport To 
Canadian Wives 


Free transportation to Canada for 
wives, widows and children of men in 
Canadian overseas’ forces will he pro- 
ided by the Dominion government. 

Minimum transportation costs by 
acaan ami rail will be given for wives 
and children of those returning to 
Canada foi discharge or such purpose 
The same provision is made for fam- 
: !ies of men dying abroad. 

The arrangement goes back Jto the 
beginning of the war. Repatriation 
nav take place at any time where de¬ 
pendents have been previously resi¬ 
dent in Canada and a home awaits 
them here. Where dependents, other 
than widows, have not previously re¬ 
sided in this country, it has been 
thought advisable to delay their com¬ 
ing until the return of famHy heads, 
the immigration branch said.

Twenty Year* Ago . . . 


Barley and Oats 
On Sttrtftnerfallow 

Experimental station, noting that 
barley and oats in greater amount are 
likely to be seeded on summerfallow 
this year, give information on quanti¬ 
ties to be sown for best results. ' 

Tests were carried on over a four 
year period on dry land summerfal¬ 
low. 'Varying amounts of seeding 
were checked together with average 
returns for these results. From 16 
lbs. to 120 lbs. of barley- were sown on 
the different plots, and the results 
showed that about 2 bushels of seed 
barley per acre brought the best jff- 
sults. • This is a heavier rate than 
many farmers sow. 

The same experiment was carried on 
with oats over a 5-yeap period on sum¬ 
merfallow. The results from differ¬ 
ent rates of seeding ranging from 16 
lbs. to 120 lbs., indicated that the 
most profitable quantity of oats to use 
on dry land summerfallow is from 60 
to 75 pounds of seed per acre. 

They are now advising that the 
home gardener plant seeds more eco¬ 
nomically. If people plant fewer seeds 
there will be less thinning out to be 
done and the seeds are needed for ex¬ 
port to Britain. 1

Heavy Hogs and 
Discount Price 

If Government W’ants Heav¬ 
ier . Hogs, Grading Will 
Have to be Changed 
(From Lethbridge Herald) 

Southern Alberta farmers are try¬ 
ing to figure out what Monday's an¬ 
nouncement by the bacon board rela¬ 
tive to prices for B3 grade hogs may 
mean. B3 hogs are those of the basic 
grade which have been not quite good 
enough to get into Bl, and which have 
been discounted $1.50 per hog in Al¬ 
berta markets. Now the government 
has announced that heavier hogs may 
be given a B3 rating if they are other¬ 
wise of good enough quality for the 
basic grade. The hot weight for B3 
grade hogs has been raised to include 
the 176-185 weight range. 

As hogs generally dress out around 
75 per cent of the live weight, it will 
be seen that hogs running from 230 
to 245 pounds might get into the B? 
grade if other quality is present. A 
B3 hog of 245 pounds live weight, 
dressing out 186 pounds on the rail, 
would be paid for at the Bl price with, 
it is believed, 60 cents per hog dis¬ 
count instead of the previous $1.50 per 
hog discount. 

But one farmer pointed out to the 
Herald that the select or Grade A hog 
cannot weigh over 220 to 225 to-dress 
out in the select A grade that wins $1 
premium over Bl grading. "I am not 
going to.try 11 > grow heavies and take 
a discount when I can grow selects and 
get a premium,” he said. “If the ■gov¬ 
ernment tvants us 1o make our hogs 
heavier, then the grading will have to 
be changed. We are all shooting at 
' the select A grading, and to get it our 
hogs must not be overweight.” He 
warned hog producers to give this 
angle some consideration before they 
make up their minds to increase the 
average weight of their hogs at mar¬ 
ket time.

More Books For 
Training Camps 

Over 28,000 books have been col¬ 
lected by the Canadian Postal service 
for the use of our men in the training 
camps of Canada and Newfoundland. 

While this seems like a lot of read¬ 
ing matter, it is far from filling the 
need and thousands more volumes are 
required for camp reading rooms and 
libraries. 

Honorable William P. Mulock, K.C., 
M.P., Postmaster General, who insti¬ 
tuted the arrangements last Autumn 
whereby every post oflTice in Canada 
would serve as a "collection depot” for 
books for training camps, again re¬ 
quests citizens to co-operate in pro¬ 
viding the additional books required. 

It is well known that good enter¬ 
taining volumes contribute greatly to 
the camp life of our men in uniform 
and are highly appreciated by them. 

Citizens are urged to again search 
their bookshelves for interesting books 
which would be most acceptable to the 
men in the training camps. The ar¬ 
rangement is confined only to books— 
not newspapers orw magazines—and 
the books need not be addressed or 
wropped. Simply leave them at the 
post office where a system is in effect 
for their distribution to training 
camps in Canada and Newfoundland. 


Guard Horses For 
Sleeping Sickness 

Vaccinate Early With Chick 
Vaccine and Keep Silent Kil¬ 
ler in Abeyance 


Agricultural departments.urg¬ 
ing farmers to guard their horses 
against sleeping sickness' which may 
strike suddenly. It is said tha{ the 
danger has not been so-great since 
1938. The use of chick vaccine in 1939 
kept the disease under control, but at¬ 
tack might be on a large scale this 
year. 

There is one proven way to protect 
horses from this silent killer. It is by 
vaccinating with “chick” vaccine. The 
protection is highly effective and it is 
the only satisfactory agent known to 
produce immunity. 

Vaccinate horses in the season, pre¬ 
ferably before the commencement of 
spring work. When possible keep hor¬ 
ses at rest for twenty-four 'hours after 
vaccinat on, and vaocinate young colts 
a few days after birth. Never vaccin¬ 
ate in any spot subject to rubbing or 
friction by saddle or harness. 

It is important that vaccination be 
performed by a competent person—a 
registered veterarian, or a man train¬ 
ed by a veterinarian. Should the own¬ 
er wish to vaccinate his own horses, he 
is warned to take every antiseptic pre¬ 
caution. 

Horse owners of Alberta face a real 
responsibility in the matter of vaccin¬ 
ation. First of all there is danger o * 
human infection. It is now generally 
accepted that Equine Encephalomyeli¬ 
tis may infect humans. It is obvious, 
in the light of this fact, that vaccina¬ 
tion of horses will first of all assist in 
the safeguarding of public health, and 
secondly protect the owner’s invest¬ 
ment in horseflesh. 

Another important aspect of horse 
vaccination is that of national econ¬ 
omy. In these critical times it is pos¬ 
sible that horses may suddenly be re¬ 
quired on a large scale for purposes of 
national defense or the nation’s war 
effort, and the preservation of exist¬ 
ing stocks is therefore an imperative 
need. 

Vaccinate early with “chick” vac¬ 
cine and keep the silent killer in abey¬ 
ance. Protect investment, human life 
an the nation’s Avealth by immunizing 
yoqr horses in the manner recom¬ 
mended by all competent authorities. 


Safeguard Those 
Winter Woollens 


As the spring approaches, so does 
the problem of storing away winter 
woollies. This year special care should 
be taken against their greatest ene¬ 
my—the moth. Clothes of pure wool 
are going to be increasingly hard to 
get, as the needs of the armed forces 
grow, and supplies of raw material 
from Australia aiuUNew Zealand are 
threatened by war in tVe Pacific. So 
it will be almost a majtW tragedy to 
find coats and sweaters presenting a 
ravaged appearance when they are 
unpacked next fall. ' 

Here are some rules to follow to 
prevent the moth from making lace- 
work of treasured woolies: 

Be quite sure that everything pack¬ 
ed away is GLEAN and free from 
moth eggs and larvae. It is useless .to 
take precautions to prevent the entry 
of an enemy who is already ensconced 
inside the fort. 

Moths dislike newsprint, cedar, 
naphalene and other chemical prepar¬ 
ations but these though they discour¬ 
age moths will not actually kill them. 
Seal all packages and boxes with 
gummed tape. Cedar lined boxes and 
bags are no protection at all if there 
are any chinks or crannies for the 
moth to get in by. 

Warm dark corners in clothes clos¬ 
ets are apt to be moth-haunted at any 
time, and a regular inspection and 
shaking of clothes is to be recom¬ 
mended all the year round.

Care of Utensils 
Shortage of New 

Car» of Cooking Equipment 
Advised to Extend Life. Soon 
There Will Be No More 

Kitchen utensils are the home mak¬ 
er’s tools, and care should be taken 
with all equipment row on hand. They 
may be out of production soon. 

Here aie some pointers in .the use 
and care of cooking equipment: 

Aluminum—This, the. most ^satis¬ 
factory of materials is now irreplace¬ 
able. Clean with mild soap and finest 
abrasive. A stain inside that will no: 
yield,to scouring can usually be re¬ 
moved by boiling vinegar and water in 
the pan. Never use an alkaline solu¬ 
tion, surh as soda, a^tjiis corrodes the 
metal, l’olish the outside of pots and 
pans with metal polish. 

Enamelware—Treat with great ertre 
as the surface is only' too easily 
cracked or chipped. Never allow tv' 
boil dry, and cool before washing. Do 
not pour cold water into a hot pan. 
Food that has stuck to the bottom 
must not be scraped with anything 
sharper than a wooden clothes pin. 
Soapy water boiled in the pan will 
loosen obstinate burns. 

Heatproof Glass and Earthenware 
—These utensils retain the heat for a 
very long time and actually go on 
cooking after they are removed from 
the range. Take great care that they 
do not conle into contact with cold wa¬ 
ter while they are still hot. liven a 
small wet patch on table or draining 
board may cause a break. 

Wash with hot water and alkaline 
soap and dry very thoroughly. 

Tin Utensils—Never scour, .or the 
thin coating will be worn away quick¬ 
ly and the metal base exposed to rust. 
It is better not to make any attempt to 
keep tinware bright. Remove burm 
food by soaking, or heating for a few 
minutes in a weak solution. Afte. 
drying, stand in a warm place to be 
sure that there is no moisture left on 
the surface before putting away.
